organizers "merchants of hate" 
and "parasites of passion" and 
said the nation can "afford to

Until a few years ago, the 


date was stamped in the 
working die, but with the 
adoption of more sensitive 
equipment the mint found it 
could include the date in the 
model and transfer it to the 
master die and save time 
and money. When a new date 
was scheduled for circula- 
tion, it necessitated remov- 
ing only one or two digits 
from the positive hub of a 
discontinued date, strike a 
new master die, sink the new 
numerals and produce the 
required number of hubs and 
working dies with the new 
date. 


For example, to produce 


the 1959 Lincoln cent, die 
sinkers 
removed the last 


digit from the 1958 hubs or 
positive dies, s u n k new 
master dies with only the 
numbers 195 showing and 
punched the figure 9 in the 
space previously occupied by 
the 8. From here, the re- 
quired number of hubs and 
working dies were produced

Pornography 
Commission 
Suggested

NEW YORK (AP) _ An offi- 


cer of the American Psychoana- 
lytic Association has suggested 
that the federal government set 
up a national commission to 
study whether to legalize por- 
nography in the United States. 


Dr. Bernard L. Pacella, chair- 


man of the association's public 
information committee, made 
the suggestion after a seminar 
on pornography and violence at 
which participants said the dan- 
gers of pornography to society, 
to the family or to children, 
were minimal. 


"Psychoanalysts in general," 


he said, "believe that there is 
no direct relationship between 
pornography and crime and vio- 
lence." 


But because there is great 


controversy over the subject, 
Dr. Pacella said, a major na- 
tional study should be conducted 
to seek clear answers. 


Such a commission, Dr. Pa- 


cella said, should include a psy- 
chiatrist, a sociologist, an an- 
thoropologist, an educator, op- 
ponents of legalized pornogra- 
phy and others. 


The pornography seminar was 


held for science writers by the 
association, Dr. Pacella said, to 
explore analysts' viewpoints on 
current problems, part of a 
tendency ui the profession to 
"move away from isolation to 
confrontation" with social is- 
sues.

Where does the uric acid 
come from? 


A—It is an end product 


of protein m e t a b o l i s m . 
Normally several grams are 


formed in the blood every 
day. They are eliminated by 
the kidneys. Under abnormal 
conditions the uric acid will 
combine with calcium or 
magnesium in the kidney 
pelvis to form stones. 


Q—What c a u s e s uremic 


poisoning? Is there any cure 
for it? 


A—When the kidneys fail 


to remove urea and related 
products f r o m the blood, 
their .concentration in the 
blood reaches toxic levels. 
This may occur in various 
acute and chronic kidney 
diseases. The treatment is 
directed at the underlying 
condition which may or may 
not be curable.
